Particulars of the battle of the Ost¢rach, which Yook place 
on the 21st March, between the Imperial troops, poder the 
orders of the Archduke Cuarces, and the French forces com- 
manded by General Jour an. 

wrornmaTr1on having been repeatedly received that the 
enemy cogtinued to make farther progres in Suabia, 
and that they had driven,back our advanced poits and 
detached corps, his Royal Highnefs determined to 
march againit then. < 

On the 20th March, his Royal Highnefs was is- 
formed that the enemy had attacked the whole line of 
our ovt-pofts along the Olterach ; that they had fuc- 
ceeded in driving them if on one fide ; but that nct- 
withitanding the inferiority of numbers, our troops had 
not only flopped their progrefs, -but had even repulfed 
them as‘far as. Politera. On the fide of Attchaufen 
the enemy could penetrate no further than Hofzirchen, 
from whence they were thortly after diflodged.. . 

The enemy had concentrated the greatett part of their 
forces behind Oiterach, and plated their advanced 
guard on the right bank of the river-of that name, 

His Roya! Ilipgnefs took the neceffary meafures for 
attacking them on the following day; during the night 
he divided bis troops into three columns; the firft was 
to march from Sulyau to Pfokenftadt, the fecond, un- 
der the command of the Archduke, puthed forward 

‘upéa Kuffen, and the third from Atichaufen to Rat- 
zenreite ; each column had its advanced guard. 

Early on the arft, all our advanced guards attacked 
the enemy, and wére“fooa followed by the columns, 
who charged the enemy upon all fides. By the good 
difpofition, and bravery of our troops, the enemys in 
{pite of their obitinate refiftancey were defeated and 
driven back every where. ‘They retreated during the 
night with great precipitation to Stockach, where our 
advanced guard purfued them. The French General 
Ferino, who, with his divifion and that of General Au- 
bi, had driven back one of our brigades, finding himfelf 
by the defeat of General Jourdan’s army obliged to 
make a retreat, owed his fafety only to the extreme ex- 
pedition with which he effected it. We, however, 
made a great number of prifonérs, and took three pieces 
of cannon. The lofs of the enemy amounts to five 
“thoufand men. We have loft two thoufand one hun- 
dred and fixty killed and wounded.

We found at St Marie a very confiderable magazine 
of ammunition, containing more than ninety cafks filled 
with cartridges and powder.

13. The troops’ of his Imperial Majesty, twenty days after 
the .exchange of the ratifieations of the present treaties, shall 
evacuate the towns and fortresses of Mentz, Ehrenbreitstein, 
Philipsburg, Manheitt Konigstein, Ulm, and Ingolstadt, as 
sleothe whole territory appertaiming‘to the German Empire, 
to the boundaries of the hereditary states. 

“r4. The present seeret articles shall have the same force as if 
they were inserted word for word in the public treaty of 
peace this day signed, and shall in like manner be ratified at 
the same time by the two contracting powers, which ratifica- 
tions shall he exchanged iri due form at Rastadt.

The Hamburgh mail of the 3oth ult. arrived this 
morning. 

The lateft letters from the Upper Rhine are dated 
the 21ft ult. The Imperial head-quarters were {till at 
Stockach, and part of the ftaif at Schaffhaufen. The 
Auttrians croffed the Rhine on the 18th near Eglefau, 
between Zurich and Schaffhaufen, but the account is 
not eftablithed ; and we are left in incertitude as to the 
event of an attack made by the French on the pofition 
of General [fotze in the Bergentz country, on the 
evening of the roth. 

Five Bailiwicks in the Valteline had declared in fa- 
vour of Aultria. They were arming in numbers, and 
occupied all the {trong paffes of their country. 

In Switzerland the infusrection is univerfal in thofe 
parts not under the immediate influence of the French 
armies. . The Helvetic Dire&tory, on the 17th again 
urged the Legiilative Body to declare war aga‘n(t ,the 
Emperor, but the Great Council again rejected the pro- 
pofal. A letter from Schafhaufen, of the 17th fays, 
“ The interior of Switzerland is in a {tate of the great- 
elt poflible convulfion ; each hour in the day brings ad- 
vices of frefh infurreétions, and the great .majority of 
the Cantons are in open oppofition to the French fac- 
tion.” 

ALletter from Baile, of the like date, {peaks to the 
fame effe&, and adds, “ the infurgents of the Munfter- 
thal lafely afiembled in great force in the neighbourhood 
of Rug, for the purpofe of attacking Lucerne ; prompt 
difpofition was made for repelling them, and the intend- 
ed affault has been deferred.. The peafants of Surfee 
have rifen, and demolifhing the prifons, releafed feveral 
of their incarcerated leaders.” 

A ‘column of French troops had colleéted at Breifack, 
for again invading Suabia ; but the critical (late of Swit- 
zerland has induced their being fent thither. The 
French have not abandoned Little Bafle, but ftrengthen 
its fortifications. 

The Vienna Court Gazette of the 2oth ult. contains 
three fupplements refpecting ithe operations of tie war 
in Ttaly. -Thefe announce the poffeffion of the diftrias 
of ‘Tartaro and ‘Tion, on the Lower Mincio, by Gene- 
tal Klenau, who having repaired the bridge at Gover- 
nolo, and pofted himfelf on the ditch.of Molinella, to 
‘hem in Mantua, the only place remaining to the Freach 
on the left bank of the Miacio. .

SCOTCH BAIL BILL. 

On the motion of the Lorn Aavocats of Scot- 
land, the Hovfe refolved inty a Committe on this bill. 

The Lorn Apvocate moved that the blanks, with 
regard to the amount of bail in Scotland, fhould be 
r filled up with fums exactly double’ the prefent amount. 

His Lordthip then alluded to the, practice of fub- 
fcriptiens,in Scotland for paying bails. It.was his in- 
tention to have propofed a clauie, declaring that in cer- 
tain cafes no bail should be allowed. Hts Hon. and 
learned Friend, the Arrorney GreNFRAL, was, how- 
ever, averfe to any claufe which fhould deny bail alto- 
gether. He therefore intended to propofe, that in 
cafes whiere it fhould appear to the Magiltrates that the 
perfon accufed offered bail for the purpofe of taking the 
opportunities of efcaping afterwards, that then the Ma- 
giltrates fhould be empowered to take higher bail. In 
thort to take bail at difcretion in the fame manner as 
the Magiltrates of England, that is to tale Bail for fuch 
a fum as to them fhall appear fufficient and adequate to 
enfure the attendance of the perfon accufed, on’ the day 
of trial. — 

Mr Trrrney obferved, that as perfons in Scotland 
were liable to tran{portation for fedition, which they 
were not in England, he thought it fair that they fhould 
have fome advantages there which perfons in this coun- 
try had not. «As to doubling the bail which encreafed 
the loweft rate to 6ol. he had no objeCtion, as the dif- 
ference in the value of money fow, and when the lalt 
act was pafled rendered it proper that fome ‘alteration 
fhould be made ; though if the value of money were to 
grow lefs, he very much doubted whether any alteraticn 
would be niade in favour of the fubjec. . 

He did not know upon what prineiple the Hon. and 
Learned Gentleman fhould propofe 6o!. as a fufficient 
fum for bail, and yet introduce a claufe to allow higher 
bail to’ be taken. ' 

This debate continued for a confiderable time. The
